a girl, Edith, about the|age of Blanc s 
daughter.

W a sh in g to n , May 13.—Tho condition of 
winter wheat has advanced /rom 94 to 96, 
of rye from 93.9 to 96.5. 
The general av- 
erage of winter barley is DC. 9, of 
spring 
pasture 96.fi, of mowing lands 96.3. 
The winter wheat of the Ohio valley, 
while fully maintaining its April position, 
has had a scant supply of moi ture, and 
fears of future decline of condition are 
entertained in case of a continued defi­ 
ciency of rainfall. 
On the Atlantic slope, 
tho recent heavy rains have obviated the 
effects of previous deficiency. 
The plant 
is generally green and flourishing, but has 
not tillered well In localities inclining to 
dryness. 
High condition is reported in 
the South, though rust has appeared upon 
the whaat blades in some fields. 
The per­ 
centages of condition of States of principal 
production are: 
Ohio, 99; Michigan, 92; 
Indiana, 95; ll iuols, 
98; Missouri, 98; 
Kansas, 98; Texas, 88; In the East, New 
York and Pennsylvania average 96, aud 
Maryland and Virginia 98 98. 
Chinch-bugs are reported In Missouri 
and Kansas, and in some instances else­ 
where, without any indication of s&rious 
injury. 
Spring plowing is much further ad­ 
vanced than on May I of last year. 
The 
percentage of plowing in preparing the 
seed bed and planting spring crops, not 
inclusive of after cultivation, which had 
already been done, is 83.6 percent, leav­ 
ing one sixth to be done In May and June, 
mainly in Northern latitudes. 
La& year 
the percentage was 74.6. 
The average of 
a series of recent years has been about 71. 
This season is, therefore, unusually early. 
In some cases correspondents speak of de­ 
lays from heavy rains, from labor of re­ 
planting and othor causes, preventing still 
further advancement.

C h i c a g o , May 13.—The Farm ers’ Re­ 
view will print tho following crop report: 
“ Considering tho drought that has pre­ 
vailed until recently the reports of our 
correspondents are more encouraging than 
m ight have been expected. 
In tho condi­ 
tion of winter wheat there is a falling off 
of about 4.5 per cent in all the States 
covered by our report, with tho exception 
of Michigan, where a gain of 2 per cent 
has boon made since our last report. 
This 
Is duo principally to drought. 
But two 
counties in Illinois and one each in K en­ 
tucky and Kansas roport damage from 
Hessian fly, while a report from Newton 
county, Missouri, is to tho effect that chinch 
bugs were never so numerous. 
Relative to 
the fruit crop, prospects os a rulo are 
favorable. 
A number of counties IA each 
State report damage from frost, t^oro 
being thirteen to so report in Illinois. 
Concerning tho rainfall, our reports indi­ 
cate that previous to May 8 rain was 
badly needed in all counties in Illinois, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Iowa, Michigan, Wis­ 
consin, Minnesota, and Dakota. 
In Ohio 
all counties except four report lack of 
Tain. 
In Kansas rain had been abundant 
except in five counties. 
In Nebraska all 
except throe counties needed rain. 
In 
Missouri rains had been abundant in many 
Counties in tho central an I western parts of 
the State, but other sections had suffered 
from drought. 
Since May 8, however, 
foins have fallen in many places.

be approxim ated at this time. 
Houses, fences, and trees along the banks 
of stream© were swept away. an I landslides 
occurred on nearly every road leading out 
of Pittsburg. 
So far but two death© from 
drowning havo been reported. 
Two chil­ 
dren of Conrad Schaeffer of Spring Gar- 
denborough, north of Allegheny, were 
carried away by tho flood, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Schaeffer barely escaped the same 
fate, lh Their house is locate I near the bank 
of Butcher’s run, the scene of tho frightful 
disaster of fifteen years ago, when 200 
people were swept to death by the angry 
waters. 
When the bank© overflowed last 
night the Schaeffer house was moved from 
its foundations, and the family was obliged 
to tako shelter under some trees.

ning out of the house tho children, both 
girls were caught by the current and car­ 
ried away. 
The bodies were recovered. 
It is thought that Mrs. Schaeffer will not 
recover.

A TRIAL TO BE MADE OF THE CEDAR BLOCK 
SYSTEM. 
Street Commissioner John Brown and 
Alderman Chas. Horn were seen with 
their beads together this morning. They 
were evidently solving problems in mu­ 
nicipal affairs, when the ohap with note 
book aud pencil interrupted by inquiring 
'what’s up ?” 
“ Well,” said 
the alderman, “ the 
street 
commissioner 
and 
myself 
are going to try an experiment with 
a cross walk. We are going to put down 
a new cross walk on the east side of 
River street at Pleasant, and we are go­ 
ing to use cedar blocks, similar to the pav~ 
ment on the bridge, and we are now try­ 
ing to determine on the width of the 
walk, four, bye or six feet. I think we 
can put down a cheaper and better walk 
with the cedar blocks than with stone— 
we shall try it any way.” 
The new walk will be laid at once, and 
the expense carefully noted, that it may 
be taken as a guide in laying fntnre cross­ 
walks. 
It is certainly worth while to 
test such a walk.

If not, I have a thing in 
Council Bluffs and another in Omaha, 
one of which I shall accept. I shall stay 
around bere a few days, BDd then light 
out.” 
“ Who is your successor as superin­ 
tendent of the water works?” 
“Mr. J . C. Howe, of Bath, Main. He 
arrived her a on Saturday morning with 
his wife. He is a young gentleman pos­ 
sessing considerable experience, having 
been connected with several plants in 
the east.” 
At this point Mr. Croft introduced the 
reporter to Mr. Howe, as the new su­ 
perintendent, who was behind the desk 
attending to business 
matters. 
Mr. 
Howe is a youg man about thirty years 
of age, of pleasing address, and gentle­ 
manly appearance, and somewhat of a 
“hustler” in business matters. He is 
favorably impressed with the appearance 
of the city, end thinks he will be even 
better pleased as he becomes acquainted 
with our people. 
Regarding the laying of the water 
mains as crdered by the common council 
last fall, Mr. Croft said there was some 
mistake somewhere. Mr. Howe under­ 
stood the pipe to be en the ground, and 
was surprised that it was not here, but 
was sure it was on the road. The pipe 
would be laid at once, except that on 
Hickory street, ai d the extension ordered 
on Jackman street south into Forest Park. 
Mr. Croft said he bal informed the peo 
pie on Hickory street that before a water 
main could be laid on that street at least 
three feet on the crown of the hill at 
Michael Murphy’s residence, would have 
to be removed, when this was accom­ 
plished in all probability the company 
would lay the pipe, but could not do so 
now and in a short time be compelled to 
take it up to allow the street or hill to be 
cut down. 
“It is even worse over on J neb man 
street,” said M r.Croft. “Yon see here is 
a newly graded street with a twenty foot 
fill through which the company is or­ 
dered to Jay a six-inch pipe.

A break 
is the result, and a general washout cleau 
down to Main street.

A Schem e W hich Led to th e K illing o* 
F our W hites by P lates. 
A dispatch from Mono county, Califor­ 
nia, gives an account of the murder of a 
settler and three Italians by a band of Pi 
lite Indians. 
The reasons for the out­ 
break seem fully warranted on the part 
of the Indians. The Mono Lake region 
is a desolate, sterile section, much resem­ 
bling the country around the Dead sea. 
The waters of the lake are thoroughly 
impregnated with borax, salt, and mag­ 
nesia, and the only animal life found In 
It Is a sort of a worm, about one-fourth 
of an inch In length, resembling in ap­ 
pearance a shrimp. 
On the western shore of Mono Lake 
lived a stetler named Louis Barnman, a 
Sclavonian by birth. He had resided 
there for over twenty years, raising cattle 
on the stunted pasturage around the lake, 
leading a lonely life. 
Occasionally be would kill a Piute and 
cast the body into the alkaline waters of 
tho lake, where it Would soon petrify. 
This fact x^os well known to the whites 
residing in that section, and the gentle­ 
man who gives this Information says that 
he has seen four of these bodies calmly 
reposing at the bottom of the lake.

came out The county officials have start­ 
ed to capture the Indians.
